ACCIDENT-DEATH-RESPONSIBILITY 
Not jonte or twice, but a score of 
times havé we urged upon the Govern- 
ment the duty of having one of thc se 
remarkable rocks khown as “the Sis- 
ters,” hi endanger navigation be- 
tween Hope and Yale, removed. The 
last time we urged this duty we took 
the liberty ‘of warning the Govern- 
ment that 't would be beld morally 
respongiblé should life be sacrificed 
througp a continued neglect of so ob- 
vious y duty. We pointed to the sev- 
eral hair-beédth escapes and asked the 
authoritie if it was really possible 
“that nothing short of a sacrifice of 
life an@ property would suffice ‘to a.- 
ouse tg sefon, No action was taken 
Despife all warning and admonition 
the authorities continued to fold their 
handsiand twiddle their thumbs with 
a callous igdifference utterly inxpli- 
cable andef the circumstances ; and, as 
might, be expected, it becomes our 
painfy dut}; to place on record anoth- 
er of Shose accidents and, thank hea- 
ven that we are enabled to add, es- 
capes. This.time, however, public 
thankfulneds is somewhat qualified by 
the loss of one-life!’ On Friday eve- 
ning 438 the steamer Reliance essayed 
to pasg up Kétween the eastern ‘Sister’ 
and the léft bank of the river, she 
took a sudden sheer and came with a 
fearfaj crag against that rock. There 
were on bé#ard at the time some forty 
passengers, including quite a number 
‘of women and children, amongst 
whom: were Mrs. Irving and all ber

tal loss. The str. Lillooet. was quick- 
ly got under steam by \Capt. Insley, 
and taken up for the purpose of ren- 
dering assistance. - Happily she had 
no whore to do than than take a por- 
tion of the freight to Yale, which bad 
been left on shore. So much for the 
accident and the almost miraculous és- 
cape. | Now for the responsibility. 
Who.is responsible for the blood of 
the) passenger who was drowned ? 


* Pshaw, it’s ouly a klootchman !” 


Doés that lessen the responsibility ? 
Does the mere color of the skin 
change|the complexion of the guilt ? 
No, The-loss to society may be less. 
But the responsibility and the guilt 
remain the same. The enquiry of the 
Judge will not be us to the tint of the 
skin, But suppose Providence bad 
not so signally interposed, and that 
the natural results of the accident 
had followed ; suppose, in addition to 
the death of the poor; friendless, and 
unknown woman, we had to record 
the death of Mrs. Irving and her in- 
teresting family, Mrs. Kipp and her 
family, Mrs. Hautier and ber family 
—0f all the forty, in fact, who would 
bare been responsible? Why; of 
course the Government. That Gov- 
ernment which bas collected so many 
thousands of :pounds, in the form of 
tonnage dues, for the professed pur- 
pose of improving the navigation, bat 
hag expended scarcely a single dollar 
for that purpose. That Government 
which has neglected obvious duty in 
the fuce of 80 many warnings. That 
Government which has had the result 


and the responsibility. clearly and 


plainly set before it. It is only neces. 
sary. to remove the smaller of the two 
“Sisters” to low water mark. 
have the best reason to believe that 
from two to three thousand dollars 
would be ample for the work. Less 
than is about to be squandered in_add- 
ing a billiard-and smoking room to 
“Cary Castle” would suffice to remove 
this dangerous rock, and in all proba- 
bility avert the sucrifice of many 
more lives, and much property: Will 
the. work be done? or'is it the deter- 
mination of the Government. to have 
more blood? If it is blood the Gov- 
ernment wants it may get it in a dif- 
ferent way! Bat, we fearlessly de- 
clare the blood of the Indian woman 
which was lost on Friday to lie at the 
door of those in authority, whose duty 
it was to have removed the cause; 
and should the body be. recovered 
there can be little doubt as to the 
verdict of the Coroner's: Jury. Of 
course We are aware that. there is no 
means of fastening legal responsibility 
upon the authorities; yetin the sight 
of God and man they are‘no less guil- 
ty for that. The duty .we vow dis- 
charge is far, very far trom au ayree- 
able one. We would much preter to 
be in a position to acquit the Govern- 
ment of all blame. But, in a matter 
where such momentous interests are 
involved, where both life and property 
are at stake, we feel bound to speak 
out, abd that in no ambiguous Jan- 
guage.
